Family Awakened During Night by 
Smell of Smoke and Make Escape; 
Building Was Insured 


The saloon and residence of James 


Sokolic of West La Crosse was burn­ 


ed to the ground last night about mid­ 


night. 


Sokolic was in Milwaukee at the 


time of the fire and did not arrive in 
this city until this morning. 
The oth­ 
er members of the family were awak­ 
ened about 12 o’clock by the dense 
smoke and when they first saw the 
fire it was located near the chimney. 
All efforts to extinguish 
it were in 
Vain and the building burned to the 
ground. 
They had been varnishing 
during 
the day and possibly some of the rags 
which had been used caused sponta­ 
neous combustion although the 
fire 
may have been caused by an over­ 
heated chimney as the fire when it 
first broke out was discovered near 


it. 
Mr. Sokolic says that the furniture 
»nd other effects were not insured at 


all, but that he carried a little insur­ 
ance on the building. 
He says that the news of, the fire 
was a surprise to him when he was 
told about it upon stepping off the 
train at the north side this morning. 
He will rebuild as soon as a set­ 
tlement is made with the insurance 
companies on the building. 
The boat livery was not injured in 
the least and most of the boats were 
in the water so that they would not 
have burned if the 
boat-shed 
had 
caught fire. 
Some one at the Burlington shops 
telephoned to the fire station No. 4 
that the Burlington yards were 
on 
fire, but when the department arrived ! 
there no fire was to be seen and no 
one present had telephoned. 
It is supposed that someone saw 
the reflection of the fire in W est La 
Crosse and mistook it fo f the Bur­ 
lington buildings, although they are 
over a mile apart.

hesitation. The government had placed 
itself in President Roosevelt's hands 
with a reservation only as to the sub­ 
jects which might bo submitted to the 
conference. 
All the other powers had 
accepted the invitation with equal cor­ 
diality, and with the aannj reserva­ 
tions. 


N eu tral P o s itio n Is Un sat Is fa cto ry . 
I/)rd Lansdowne said the position 
of the powers was most unsatisfactory 
in regard to many questions of interna­ 
tional law. 
Tile only method u neutral 
power could adopt when at variance 
with one of two belligerents, short of 
resorting to means 
which he (Lord 
Lansdowne)) would rather not contem­ 
plate, was to follow the example of 
Creal Britain, 
press its 
views 
as 
etrongly 
as 
possible and 
make fre­ 
quent protests. 
He pointed out that 
Great Britain's recent representations 
and protests to Russia had not been 
without effect. Lord Laiusdowne, how­ 
ever. regretted that the Russian gov­ 
ernment had not departed, in spite of 
all arguments, from the attiudte

first assumed in regard to coal, not­ 
withstanding the fact that a t the Ber­ 
lin conference of 1SS4 Russia adopted 
nil attitude diametrically opposite to 
that which she had now assumed.

The foreign secretary said the Unit­ 
ed States and British governments in 
these discussions held identical views.

points the two governments had been

ference to which the United

government invited the powers. 


G eneral A g re e m e n t D esirab le. 
In conclusion Izord Lansdowne said 
that among other subjects which it 
was most desirable to discuss was the 
danger from floating mines—the 
new 
and terrible, development of modern 
warfare. In fact it was very desirable 
that a general agreement should 
be 
reached among the powers on all the 
points raised. 
Feeling that everything 
should be done to restrict the area of 
belligerent 
operations and minimize 
the suffering and 
inconvenience 
of 
those directly and indirectly affected, 
the government cordially welcomed the 
initiative of the United States, and at 
the proper time would gladly associate 
itself with the government 
of 
the 
United States in dealing with these im­ 
portant 
questions. 
The 
secretary 
shared the hope that the time was not 
far distant when they might address 
themselves to this most humane 
aud 
most honorable task.
